IMPORTANT FROM WASHINGTON. 


Fort Sumter, Not to be Surrendered— 
Tastructions to Major Anderson 
to Defend it to the Last. 


Wasummoros, Jan. 16, 1881, 

‘The President adheres to his position in regard 
to tho forts in Charleston harbor, and emphati- 
cally refuses to surrender Fort Sumter, and will 
0 inform Col. Hayne, the special Commissioner 
from South Carolina, eho came here to demand 
‘ts unconditional surrender. 

Lient, Talbot, one of Major Anderson's commis- 
sioners, leaves this afternoon, with special in- 
structions to Major Anderson. Tho exact natore 
of theeo instractions ie not known, but enongh is 
known to state Positively that he is fo matatain 
Ais present stains, and defend the fort in every 

emergency. 

‘The President informed Col, Hayne, in his inter- 
View yesterday, that a05 communication hie had to 
make inust be made in writing. Col. Hayne bas. 
therefore been engarod ta-day in nroparing 2. lots 
ter to th President, getting forth the complaints 
of bis people, and their demands respecting Fort 
Sumter. I stated yesterday pretty fully what 
those demands were, Up to eight o'clock this 
evening the President had not received the letter. 
When it fs received the President will answor it 

promptly and unequivocally. 

As I baye repeatedly said, the President has 
taken his position in regard to the afftirs in 
Cherleston, and has deliberately made op his mind 
as to the course he intends to pursue, and under 
no circumstances will he surrender Fort Sumter 
to Lie authorities of South Carolina. Unless the 
sarrender is made, Col. Hayne says oceans, of 
dlood will be spill. 

‘The instractions to Major Anderson were com- 
pleted to-day, Quite a number of Southern 
men baye called upon the President to know 
what the natore of the instructions were, and to 
urge upon the President to prevent a collision 
between the federal and State authorities. The 
President required no urging to adopt such a 
policy. In no instance, or under no circomstance, 
will she government be the aggressor. They will 
act strictly on the defensive, If, however, the 
anthorities repeat their offences, as in the case of 
the Star of the West, there will be no alternative 
left but to open the batteries and silence them at 
whatever cost, His instructions are clear and ex- 
plicit. There is no ambiguity in them. 

‘Lieatenant Hall has left for New York. He will 
retorn on Friday.

President Elect on the Orlsis, 
The very interesting and important intelli- 


gence from our. Springticld correspondent, 
which we publish to-day, corroborates the gene- 
ral impression that Mr. Seward, in his late 
speech in the Senate, upon the present crisis, 
its dangera aud its remedies, fully and authori- 


tatively reflected the views, inclinations and 
purpozes of the President clect. ‘ 
First, wo are informed thit the newa of the 
Gring upon the Star of the West had thrown the

Sonth Carolina, “it is obyious that he is most 
deeply concerned and exercised about the pro- 
bable consequences.” This is but a common 
place scrap of intelligence, and yot we derive 
Some satisfaction from It, because it shows that 
the imperturbable indifference hitherto mani- 
fested by Mr, Lincoln in regard to these “revo- 
lutlonary events” has at length given way to

But it appears that not only bas Mr. Lincoln 


been brought to a thoughtful frame of mind 
upon the dangers which beset the Union, but 
that from bis meditations he has been almost | 
persuaded, for the sake of the Union, to come 
down from the Chicago platform. Thus, it ap- 
pears, that while he sticks to the republican 
dootrine of the Congressional probibition of

Here, then, is the great difficulty in the way 


of a compromlse, the bellef, or the plea, that it 
is too late or too soon for compromises of any 
sort, Senator Iverson, of Georgia, tells us it 
is too late, that the Union is irrevocably dis- 
solved, and that an independent Sonthera 


confederacy will soon be established, which 


Will prove “the moet successful government on 


earth.” Senator Seward says it is too soon, 
he will not be ready to 
engage in the work of s constitutional 
compromise until these “eccentric seces- 
sion and disunion movements sball have 
ended.” Meantime, he considers a Southern 
confederacy as only 8 glittering mirage of the 
desert of Utopia, and the Union so strong and 
indispensable to all concerned that it will re- 
cover itself, and that these “eccentric secession

to lead foolish men astray. 

From Washington 4nd from Springfield, from 
the Premier and from the President of the in- 
coming republican administration, the same 
conclusion Is proclsimed—that the first ques 
tion before it will not be how to save the Union, 
but how to deal with the seceded States. From 
Mr, Lincoln, too, and from Mr. Seward, the 
same answer has been given, substantially, that 
the Union and the constitution will be main- 
tained in the seceded States by the enforcement 
ofthe laws. The case, then, appears to be 
made up. There will be no compromise within 
the brief interval to the 4th of March, and then,

The Decision of the Prealdent—Fort Sara- 
ter to be Ret 

Our Washlogton despatches on Tuesday in- 
formed us of the artival at the federal capital 
of Colenel Hayne—s special messenger from 
the Governor of South Carolina to the Preei- 
dent of the United States. Colonel Hayne’s 
errand was todemand the surrender of Fort 
Sumter to tho authorities of South Carol: 
‘The decision of the President, annonnced this 
morning, is that under no elrcumstaaces will 
the government resign possesion of 
Sumter; and it is understood that Maj 
derson will be Instructed to defend the 
at all hazarda, 

It Is very unfortunate that the question 
as to thls comparatively unimportant point 
should have been raised just at this mo- 
ment, when there Is an opening for com- 
promise, Excopt Sumter and some obscure 
worka in Florida and Texas, the entire line of 
Sonthern scaconat defences ore in the hoods 
cf the disunionists. Now, the Charleaton peo- 
ple hold that, to bo consistent, thoy must re- 
move the federal flag from Sumter, even if 
toy are compelled to accomplish the act by 
force. Asa matter of couree, they would be 
sustained by all the Gulf States wherein fede- 
ral property a3 heen seized, Sumter might be 
taken by exbanating the garrison, ora genoral 
nayal fight ensue, in which the city of Charles- 
ton would suffer severely and the best blood of 
Carolins flow in torrents. The cotton States 
would then come to the rescue, and the result 
would be a frightful civil war, Novw, the ao- 
ber, caroest, thinking men of all parties regard 
with aversion any movements that look to the 
arbitrament of the sword. Atthe same time 
it so point of honor with all of us who atill 
adhere to the Union that Fort Sumter should 
not be taken, and we belleve that the forbear- 
ance of Major Anderson in the matter of the 
Star of the West should lead to equal conside- 
ration on the part of the Charleston anthori- 


ties. They, however, seem to think 
that the presence of the federal flag 
on Sumtot is o tacit deflance of the 


government which they baye set up, and 
they feel the matter more deeply than any of us 
at the North can possibly imagine. 

Sumter has been called the key to the de- 
fences of Charleston barbor. It is something 
more just now. It is the turning point in the 
crisis of the Union. There can be no doubt 
that the action of the President upon Hayne's 
rather cool proposition will be received with 
approbation in the border slave States, and 
that the Union party in the South will secretly 
approve it. { 

At the same time that we receive this news 
from Washington we bave important intelli- 
gence from Springfield, to the effect that Bfr. 
Seward’s speooh receives the endoracment of 
the President elect; and it is by no means im- 
probable that if affairs could be kept fh statu 
quo ante bellum for a short time longer the re- 
publicans would offer come plan of compro- 
mise, based upon the Crittenden amendments, 
‘The radical wing of the party is already get- 
ting frightened at the weakness, as they term 
it, of the ropublican members of Congress, 
Greeley & Co. howl vigorously over Soward’s 
speech—tho very best possible proof that it has 
hit theright spot. So we find the extreme re- 
publicans and the thorough going fire-aters, 
as usual, united inthe endeavor to break up 
the Union. Between these two fires the con- 
seryatives North and South are unable to stir 
hand orfoot. They are as effectively shut up 
as Andersonin Fort Sumter. 

Suppose the worst comes to the worst (for 
we must look at these things squarely) and 
Sumter is attacked, what then? Then the North 
will be aroused os one man, and, until reason 
regains its sway, we shall be compelled to 
suffer all the horrors of a fratricidal conflict, 
which will destroy the industria! interests of 
all sections and pat us back at least o hundred 
years in the estimation of the ‘civilized world, 
We will casume, for the sake of argument, that 
in the event of war the border States would 
cast their lot in with the North, although the 
tenor of all our advices from Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Maryland and Vir- 
ginis are inflexibly the other way; and then 
itis not so clear that the army of the North 
could subjugate the cotton Ststee. And if thoy 
did succumb, of what valoe would their forced 
submission be? Then, again, where are the 
tropps to come from? Where will the general 
government find volunteers to fight against 
men who take up arms on their own soil to 
defend their own rights?’ Can we depend upon 
officera of the army and navy when they are 
commanded to turn their guns sgainst thetr 
own relatives, or their comrades, with whom 
they have shared the bivounc or jofced in the 
assault upon a foreign foe? Are we to take a 
hundred thousand men from the workshops, 
the plough or the counting house, and send 
them to attack our brethren of the South in 
their own homes? Is there no danger that in 
the event of civil war end the withdrawal of a 
large number of law-abiding citizens from the 
Northern cities, that the dangerous classes will 
prove too much for the local authoritiest Is 
the commerce of the country to be suspended 
without overthrowing all other interos(s inter- 
woven with and dependant: apon il! 

These are questions which the coercionists 
Will do well to porder upon earnestly, and if 
they are not as crazy as the advocates of im- 
mediate secession in the South, they will agree 
thot, in caze no settlement of the difficulty can 
bearranged, it will be better that we should 
partin peace. There is nothing co dreadful in 
the idea of two great confederacies, managed 
upon the came general plan as ho present 
Union, with trade, commerce, manofeciares, 
friendly intercourse golng on the sams asin 
the most peaceable times. If our Southern 
brethren think they can better themselves by 
going out, andare resolyed to try the experi- 
ment, in Heaven's name let thea go in peace. 
We cannot keep them by force. People in their

Wao Anz tan Tere Owvuzs or Om 
Feerat Foarirwarionst—Tho argument is 
continually brought forward by that por- 
tion of the people of ths Southern 
States who ould justify the selrure 
of federal property by State governments, 
that our coast defences were erected exclu- 
sively for local defence. Thay say that Fort 
Pulaski belongs to Georgia, from the very nc- 
cesaity of the case, as much as Dover docs to 
Englaad, or Cherbourg and Toulon to France. 
They maintain that the anthoritles of South 
Carolina bave an absolute, inherent right to 
bold forts Pinckney, Moultrie and Sumter; 
thot the approaches to New Orleans beloog to 
Louisians; and that forts McHenry and Mon- 
roo are appendages of Virginia and Maryland, 
just so soon as those States have cut themsélves 
of from the Union, This {4 an entire fallacy, 
It was not alono for the protection of any par-
